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Claims 1-17 are currently pending herein. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Xlaim 1 , drawn to a norbornene compound with crosslinkable group, 
classified in class 560, subclass 128. 

II. Claims 2-10 and 12-17, drawn to norbornene polymers, classified in class 
525, subclass 289. 

III. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a norbornene compound with epoxy, classified in class 
549, subclass 557. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as mutually exclusive species in 
an intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful per se, as a reactant in organic syntheses 
and in agricultural applications, and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct 
because there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions of Group III and Group II are related as mutually exclusive species in 
an intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the 
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intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a comonomer with ethylene in forming 
addition polymers as evidenced by Whitworth, Jr. et al (note col. 2, formula (l-E) and 
col. 5, II. 35 +) and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is 
nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

In the event the Group II invention is elected for substantive examination, 
restriction to a patentably distinct species is required as set forth below.

Species XIV: As shown by Formula Villi. 
Species XV: As shown by Formula VIIII-2. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none of the claims appear to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
